names, since just a little more than 
a century ago. when Miguel Hidalgo 
y Get ilia, the parish priest of Dolores, 
arose as the ''Liberator" of Mexico 
and clutched control from the feeble 
hand of the Spanish viceroy. 
An ob- 


scure country priest. Hidalgo 
con- 


spired with his own parish in the 
state of Guanajuata in 1810 and in 
the fall of that year when he rang 
the bell of his church to call his .peo- 
ple to war an army of 50.000 rallied 
to his standard.

leged unlawful acts hnvn violated thn 
rights granted under the constitution 
and laws of the 1'nitcd States to th» 
telegraph company and the senders of 
messages. The government asked that

burning or otherwise injuring its tele- 
graph lines and from interfering by

itt Mexico. It makes plain once more that ordinary, or- 
derly governmental tactics and usual executive proced- 
ure will not answer in that turbulent land which is a re- 
public in name but not in actual practice. 
"Wo have had 


repeated evidences <>r' this fact during the past l'e\v years. 
Throughout his long reign in the presidency Porriro Dia// 
•was declared a despot, his methods were bitterly assailed 
and his motives impugned as selfish, cruel and unpatriotic. 
But it must be admitted that he maintained a degree of! 
order that neither of his successors has been able to ap- 
proximate. The Diaz rule was the ride of the iron hand. 
Madero. hailed as the friend of the oppressed, was barely 
inducted into the presidency before he faced a revolution 
•which gained momentum sufficient to develop his forceful 
overthrow in two brief years. General Huerta, the new 
provisional president, has had little time in which to at- 
tempt to bring order out of chaos, it is true, but the devel- 
opment^ of the past week have served t<> show only weak- 
ness, not power, upon his part. 
Unhappy Mexico is un- 


happy indeed, and the situation is one which cannot long 
T>e allowed to continue without utter lawlessness and an- 
archy as an inevitable consequence. Somebody must arise 
to rule with the iron hand if he would save Mexico from 
itself. The gloved regime will not answer in that country. 


There will be much interest among those fortunate 


enough to hold government bunds in a ruling by the state 
board of tax commissioners which declares that when the 
bonds are loaned to banks they an; as a matter of fact 
transformed into cash, and the bank's receipt for the sc- 
'curities is taxable. The practice has been to assume that 
one is not liable far taxation on bonds so deposited, and 
the ruling is expected to result in more cash being turned 
in for taxation this year by Indiana citizens who are not 
seeking an opportunity to dodge it under a subterfuge. 


History is not always kind, even to the father of his 


country. Now somebody has discovered, and made the, 
fact public on the annivei-sary of his birth, that George 
Washington was passionately fond of playing cards for 
money. It may have been a mistake after nil to invest the 
first president's memory with the glamor of absolute per- 
fection during all these years and thus blinding ourselves 
to the human frailties and weaknesses that we knew 
after all must have existed in Washington as they exist in 
everv other human being.

the very lirst breaths of his presidency, 
will stand for in regard to "the great 
malefactors of wealth"—what his atti- 
tude will be on the one big question 
before tho American people, tim trust 
question! 


"'J'hcsii bills arc intended to prevent 


monopolies by corporations, liruis or in- 
dmduais. They are designed to put an 
'•ml to trusts stid monopolies under our 
state laws and 1 eonfideutly predict that 
they w i l l ac'-omplisU that niuch-dt-sircd 
result." 


Then- you have the gist of Woodrow 


Wilson't, new corporation laws in the 
words of the man himself—the man who 
caused the bills to bu drawn up and 
who stood behind them uight and day 
until they were passed by the legis- 
lature. 
The bills show that our new 


president believes in bringing to an ab- 
solute death-bed finish every monopoly 
sheltered by this country.

Roller Skates 


Swiss soldiers have recently been ex- 


perimenting with what have been humor- 
ously dubbed the flow seven-league boots 
- b u t what are virtually roller skates. 


The skate they are using consists of 


two pneumatic-tired wheels, seven to 
eight inches in diameter, connected by 
a. mechanism Ivy menus of which the 
weight of the body in stepping causes 
the skate to propel itself forward. The 
foot-rest is hung iti a frame made up 
of tubing jointed together at the cen- 
ter and attached to the wheels nt the 
ends. 


By operating a spring in Ihe gearing 


of the rear wheel and a strand'of wire 
from it to the hub^of the. forward wheel, 
the two arc drawn toward each other, 
whenever there is no weight upon the 
jointed framework. 
When the skater 


throws his weight upon the foot-rest the 
wheels are loreed apart, the wire, strand 
is drawn out and thn ge.nr, ratcheted to 
grip the driving inochiuii.sm of the rear 
wlicel as the wire strand is drawn, pro- 
pels the wlu-cl in a forward direction. 


By alternately 
lifting 
nnd setting 


down his feet, as in walking, or as iu 
skating, the 
wearer can 
move very

Miss Harraden Has Some 


New Ideas About This 


Woman Proposition, 
i 


SHE 
JUST 
ARRIVED 


New York, Feb. 24.—"The absurd tra- 


dition that every woman is necessarily 
born to the vocation of marriage is at 
last being unmasked as an absurdity. 
Most of us have known women, who 
have about sis much genius for marriage 
and motherhood as. say hopelessly un- 
musical people, fur the rolea of prima 
donnas." 


This is what Miss Beatrice Harra- 


den, authoress of. ''Ships That Pass in 
the Night" and other novels, and one. 
of the. most militant of .English suf- 
fragettes, says. 
It was in her apart- 


ments in the Hotel Irving in Gram- 
mercy park, that the diminutive fighter 
/or the cause was seen. .Despite a hard 
trip and a delayed landing from the 
Miunetonka. she talked with the spar- 
kle and enthusiasm of a child. 


She had a cigaret in her hand and 


whenever a particularly personal inter- 
rogation greeted her, from anyone of 
the half-do7.cn women reporters-sent to 
meet her, the distinguished sister eiti- 
/.eu would take one or two puffs before 
replying. 


When asked what she thought of the 


militant methods of hurling bricks and 
smashing windows, she said: 
"1 am a 


militant suffragette and whatever our 
leaders think is right for tbe advance- 
ment, of our cause I accept, 
I believe 


iu doing whatever seems the best thing 
at the time, for gaining th» women the. 
vote, even to assault, if that seems nec- 
essary to make men wake up to the 
fact that women have as many rights as 
they. 


"Formerly." Miss Harraden continued, 


"women, made homes for men. 
'Now 


they make them for themselves, some- 
times alone and sometimes with A com- 
rade. They can stand alcne better than 
a, man. They can create an atmosphere 
out, of the most untoward ctrctitnstanc.es 
and radiate good will on any surround- 
ings. They may be lonesome on and oft*. 
And who isn't lonely on and off, from 
so-called saints, downward or upward 
to so-called pinners? 


"Certainly the most lonely people I 


have ever known in my life have been 
married people 
who have sought the 


spinsters solitary fireside to pour out 
sad tales of desolation nnd heart hun- 
ger. 


"Apart 
from 
their ability to stand 


alone and make their own acknowledged 
positions in the professional, social and 
business world, them is another reason 
why modern women of education, brains 
and culture are not anxious to mnrry. 
It is because the men are not modern; 
it is because the men are not up to 
date. They have, in truth, been asleep 
for two or three generations, and whilo 
they have been resting placidly in their 
grooves, hedged in by traditions «nd 
prejudices, their stereotyped views and 
wornoitt codes—lo! 
things 
have been 


happening of which they have been en- 
tirely unaware. The women have stolen 
a. march in initiative, executive, alert- 
ness, dash, courage, enthusiasm, percep- 
tion nnd vision."

was that of Emma Tiiinlcy, who claimed 
that she was a thief because the master 
mind of Peter Barbara* threw a spell 
over her and turneil her into a sneak 
thief. 


Hut that wasn't all. 
According to 


the police, this master of hypnotism has 
liulf a dozen other Rirls whom he con- 
trols and whom he sends into the homes 
of the wealthy, compelling them, to se- 
cure positions as servants, and then, 
when the opportunity , resents itself to 
rob the house. 
Emma Tamley, alias 


Pearl Turner, told the police that she 
turned everything she had earned over 
:o Barbaraz and that he had only per- 
mitted her to take a little of the finery 
:or her own use. 


The Turner girl declares she is good. 
"t didn't want to steal," she said, "f 


'ought agiiinst it. But I just couldn't 
iclp it. 
if Peter were to tell me now 


:o go across the. street from the police 
station and burglarize a place 1 would 
lave to do it." 


The police charge that Barbaraz, who 


s a sleek, well educated Austrian, about 
2i*> years old, and good looking, has doz- 
ns of girls stationed in homes through- 
out the Pacific northwest. 
Among his 


effects they found letters from two girls 
n Vancouver. In one was a picture of 
11 sweet-faced lass dressed in white, arid 
scribbled on its back: "How do I look 
as a housemaid?" 
In his rooms were 


'oiind several works on hypnotism and 
mental suggestion. 
He is declared to 


lave forced his girls to turn over to 
lim nil jewelry and valuable plunder, 
ind to have allowed them only their 
arfare and enough money to live on, 
ind what women's finery they stole for 
vhich he did not care. 


His plan, na'y the, detectives, was to 


vatcli the want ads in the newspapers, 
;o out and look over houses where do- 
nestles wcrfr- wanted, 
then, if 
they 


ook promising, send one of hjs girl to 
,pr>lT for the position. 


Pearl Turner is 18. When arrested 


she was wearing stolen clothing. A $300 
diamond, stolen also, was given, she 
says, to Harbarnr.. 
^lic made a com- 


plete confession, the police say. 


Detectives declare liurbarux also will 


be charged with \\hite slavery under 
the federal act 
prohibiting 
interstate 


and international trallic in women. 


"He took me to Vancouver, 15. C.," 


the girl told the deputy prosecutor. "We 
lived then? for a while and he was go- 
ing to make me get out and work for 
him, 
only I didn't have enough nerve. 


Then he said he'd teach me to steal for 
him until 1 got bra/en enough—that's 
what he called it, brazen —and then he'd 
take me down to l,os Angeles, and dress 
me up nice, and put me out working 
where I could get him more money." 


The Seattle detective department has 


written to the police of Vancouver and 
other cities in the 
Pacific 
northwest, 


where, according tn letters found in Bar- 
bara/.'s rooms, he hns other girls placed 
in homes as domestics, presumably to 
steal.

neighboring power, or turn them adrift, 
wholly unprepared to face the future us 
an indpcndent people.'' 


"1 am irrevocably opposed to 
any 


proposal that would commit this nation 
to a scuttle policy in tin; riiilippine Is- 
lands today, tomorrow or at, any fixed 
time ill the 
future, 
and 1 any this 


wholly in the interest of the social, ma- 
terial and moral advancement of the 
people of the United States, of whom 
J am proud to be a fellow citizen, no 
less than of the Filipinos themselves." 


Urges Inquiry Commission. 


"In in? opinion the wisest step would 


be for the president, in his wisdom and 
discretion to select a commission of dis- 
creet and oLaurvnnl patriotic citizens to 
visit various 
portions of 
the islands. 


Thin would they bit enabled to form 
their judgment upon observations made 
at lirst hand as to the time when the 
Filipinos may have the ability and edu- 
cation to assume a larger measure of 
self-government than this nation is war- 
ranted by conditions today in promising 
them. 


"To hold out, a promise to them that 


we could not keep would he no lens dis- 
honorable than to shirk our obligations 
toward them. 


"I have no patience with the argu- 


ment that, thePhilippine islands are the 
source of an annual delicit to this coun- 
try. 
Even were, it true, the fact would 


not warrant a cowardly abandonment 
of the clear and accepted duty of the 
American people toward the Filipinos. 
Surely as a nation we owe that much 
lo the world and to ourselves, we owe; 
it to the cause of peace and good order 
the. world over. 


"Hut 1 am credibly informed—aye, 1 


believe—that these islands are self-sup- 
porting, and that the only item in which 
the expenditures exceeded the receipts 
is in the 
difference of 
cost between 


maintaining an army there and at home. 
Certainly that difference is not worthy 
of consideration by a nation of our re- 
sources and of our large responsibility 
to the world. 


Calls Surrender "Dishonor." 


"Now that the United States, through 


a considerable period of years, has with 
patience and a tirm and steady purpose 
assumed the responsibility 
before the 


world of administering the, afTairs of 
the Philippine Islands, I am very firmly 
of the belief that it, would be a na- 
tional dishonor, 
harmful 
l.o all con- 


cerned, for this government to snrrcn- 
ler the Filipinos to the tender mercies 
of some neighboring power or fo turn 
them adrift wholly unprepared to face 
the future as an independent, peoph'. 


"To give them up in such a way 


would be like n mother abandoning a 
helpless child, or like a father with- 
drawing counsel and control from a son 
who has not yet come to years of dis- 
cretion. 
I nm hopeful of the future of 


the Philippine people, because I have 
confidence that the American people will 
never tolerate a 'scuttle' policy in those 
islands."

HAVE NEW THEORIES 


Chicago, 
111.. Feb. 24.—Phycholoflists 


and others in Chicago differed in opin- 
ion when they read despatches from 
Bostoi. conecrriina tho Harvard profes- 


sor who had not slept for twenty years, 
merely taking his rest in what is called 
the "twilight state,"' where the subject 
always is conscious of events transpir- 
ing about him. 
s 


Some college professors considered the 


'twilight state1' possible; 
others were 


sceptical, and Chief of Police McWceney 
was inclined to eccoff. 


"Nothing doing," ho said. "We'll hi* 


the hay in the name old way." 


Dr. Anton J, Carlson, assistant pro- 


fessor of psychology at the University 
of Chicago, said tho "twilight state" 
merely was a light sleep, but he praised 
its rent giving properties. 


"Sleep is largely a matter of degree," 


Dr. 
Carlson 
said. 
"The 
recuperative 


power of 
sleep is not 
proportionate. 


The real rest, the time when tho body 
recuperates, 
comes 
in the first two 


hours of sleep. 
A light sle«per may 


rest his body and mind to a, consider- 
able degree in a shorter snaca than the 


so-called heavy sleeper. A condition of 
tranquility just on the border of sleep 
ought to have, considerable recuperative 
effect, and I think this is the 'twilight 
state' referred to by our friend at Har- 
vard. 


'The late T)r. Haysor could lie down 


on the couch in his office and remain 
only ten minutes, but he would arise 
as fresh and strong as if ho had beon 
asleep eight hours. I believe the Har- 
vard professor who declares he has not 
slept is mistaken. Ho merely goes into 
a light Bleep," 


J. R. Angell, professor of tho depart- 


ment of psychology, was inclined to be- 
lieve the "twilight state1' of the 
Har- 


vard professor merely was njight sleep 


"There must be a 1-ttle "skepticism 


until we find to just what extent his 
sleeping went," Professor Angell said. 
"Wo have had no experiments along 
thin line. 
The Harvard professor re- 


ferred to probably is Professor Palmer, 


who says he cannot sleep. 
He is sup- 


posed to go to bed to repose. 
Accord- 


ing to beat information hi; docs not lose 
consciousness but relaxes.'' 


Harvey Carr, assistant professor of 


psychology, Prof. Charles H. Judd, head 
of the department of education, Edward 
8. Ames, assistant professor of philoso- 
phy and David ,1. Lingle, assistant pro- 
fessor of physiology, also were inclined 
to consider the twilight state merely 
the rest of a light sleeper.
